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Shotwell Takes View 
Gains Have Been Made 
Toward Lasting Peace 


Woodslock Internationalist Says World 


Is Gelling More Information About 
Problems to Be Solved; Concept of 
War Being Proved Fallacious 


New York, March S (/P)—An obvious irony hangs over an 


organization which has been trying for 36 years to avert war in 
the world. 


But despite two World Wars, the,uneasy armistice in between 


and the current cold war, the feeling at the Carnegie Endowment 
for international peace is that real progress has been made. 


Thin is the view of graying, 75-year-old Dr. James T. Shotwell, 


of Woodstock, a veteran of international conferences, historian and 
now Acting President of the Endowment. 


"Before the first World War," 
he says, "there was no concept 


S'for getting rid of war, which un- 


til then .had been accepted as the 
final and legitimate instrument of 
national policy. Then came the 
league, the, various postwar con- 
ferences and pacts and, finally, 
the United Nations. 


"True most of these were .ne- 


gated by war. But they remain 
milestones on the road to organ- 
ized peace. We're getting mor,c 
knowledge all the time of the 
problems to be solved if we're 
going to have peace. People talk 
more about it. For example, the 
women's clubs. Fifty years ago 
they used to confine themselves to 
Browning or Longfellow. 
Now 


they nearly always get involved 
in problems of public welfare 
or international peace." 


Asked I£ he thought tho world's 


Immediate prospects leaned 
to- 


ward peace or war, Dr. Shotwell 
carefully phrased his answer: . . 
"I oxpoct the present tenuous 


basis ot peace will probably con- 
tinue without fundamental .change 
for some time. The best way to 
insure peace is through the United 
Nations. Tho best wuy to insure 
the United Nations is to strengthen 
it, both by Improvement of its 
techniques and public education

about four miles west of New 
York city across the Hudson river.'

PLAYING WITH WORDS 


Edwin G. Mean-so, the chairman of the 


President's Council of Economic Advisers, 
seems to have rung the bell with his use of 
the word "disinflation" as a name for the 
downward turn in prices which has taken 
place in many lines of business. Acceptance 
of the label has- spread surprisingly. 


The idea seems to be that disinflation is 


something good,. while deflation might be 
bad. 
If the administration took 
official 


recognition of the start of deflation, it would 
probably be necessary to abandon its pro- 
gram for enactment of inflation controls. 
There are signs of a notion in official circles 
that by calling the present condition .disin- 
flation* and avoiding the use of any other 
term, tho official maintenance of an inflation 
psychology can be justified. 


This piay with'words could be dangerous. 


It should not bo allowed to father the idea 
that there is any difference at all between 
disinflation and deflation. The two wor.cls 
.mean exactly the same thing, which is,-In 
economics, a downward trend in prices' fol- 
lowlng a rising trend. 


Deflation is not'bad in itself, any more 


than inflation is bad in itself. If it should 
become extreme then the results would be 
bad. This is far more likely to. happen if we 
refuse to recognize it, call it by some other 
name and go on acting as if Inflation were 
still with us, Calling it disinflation, instead 
of deflation, will not change the- economic 
facts of life,

conspirators is magnified. It should 
be magnified by the number of 
persons who are forced to take 
part in the crime, but our courts 
are not very good at arithmetic.
